Although report* arc 
meager owini; to the rcniotODen ot 
the plade and the prostration of tele> 
phono and tologinph wires, it is be- 
liev d no further fatalities will be 
reported from the rarrounding coun- 
try. 

The dead: Mrs. 1.. (.'. Nell, wife 
of State Senator Ntll and fmir ohii- 
dren; Mrs. Luujhill and one child; 
Mrs. Carl Wilmore, her daughter and 
grainldaughter ; Paul Wilson. 1*^ years 
oldj Mrs. Ilarttiuld .Moss and her six 
ohildren; Mrs. J. W. Kcltner and 
one child ; Miss Mary Moss. All 
but twii b'ldic* have boon roonxoro'I. 
The disa.stor was duo to the erratic 
behavior of Big Creek, ordinarily a 
small stream, but which was already 
■WoUon by recent rains. Wluii the 
eloudburiit was prccipuaied tlircc- 
laehes of rain fell in an hour on 
Oradyvillc and Tioinity. The creek 
leaped from its bed and took a new 
eonrsc with the impetuosity of a tidal 
wave. 

Tho u)!iabitant« "t <;ni'i)vil!. had 
no warning and nearly all were abed 
when the foaminit waters strvok the 
place, carrying; away -ix l.iiire tv-\- 
donees, a mill and a number of small- 
er houses. Nearly all the victims 
were drowned, but four wore orushed 
by ilio 0'Ha|i>o uf their dwelling 
when the torrent struck.

Oradyvillc is a village of 17a in- 
bi^itsDts, six miles from Columbia 
•lil eiffhten miles to^ the nearest 
'Wilroad station. 



111., iuno s.— A tor- 
nado >w»'jpt over New Miuden. »ovfn 
miles North of here at ti a, lu,, kill- 
ing iive persons and iajuring several. 
A number of houses were demolished. 
The dead: Mr. and Mrs. Henry

leg broken and internally injured ;

A score of oth 
ers were bruised by debns. 

The storm struck^ the ■ nortbem 
portion of the town and most of the 
house's destroyed were country houses. 
In the town the German Lutheran 
ehuroh was badly damai^ed, the steeple 
being blown down and the roof being 
blown off. .On the north side of the 
«bnveh, tho paroehial sehool was de- 
molished These buildings were 
practically the only ones in the vil- 
lage proper that were damaged. 

From this point the tornado con- 
tinued and iovolod about seven more 
farm houses. The Weihe house, in 
which five persons were killed, was 
about tho last house struck. It wat 
completely domolislied. The oe- 
oupantn were carried witii the debris 
of the house into the adjaeent fold. 
Every member of tbt family was 
killed. Physicians from Uojlestou 

Sore hurried to the scene. A report 
aa reached here that a farmer driv- 
ing from Hoyleston to New Minden, 
with a wagon, has disappeared. I< is 
belioved that he was eaugbt In the 
path of the storm and Otrried to his 
death. Much live stook was killed. 
At Covington oonsiderablo property 
damage was done but nobody was 
hurt 



Eleven years ago Minden was 

struck by a tornado and four or five 
persons killed and score or more in- 
jured. 



Viirk. 111.. June S. — Three persons 
are dead and eight fatally injured as 
the rMvlt of a tornado whleb praeti- 
eally wiped out this town last night.

The older Wilson was born in Bos- 
and, tradition has it, learned the 
printer's trade und.er Benjamin Fran- 
klin, and was member of the famons 
Boston Tea Farty. 

As nearly as can be ascertained 
the Gazette was intermiited for a time 
but on April '25. 1>00, Willis began 
a new series with ^'ol. 1.. No. 1. and 
the old piper has gone on continuous 
since that date. 

In addition to being the oldest c.\. 
isting paper west of the mountains 
the Gazette may fairly lay claim by 
collateral descent at least being the 
fir-t ]':ipcr ever published in the 
Northwest Territory. In 171*3, in 
Cincinnati, Wm. Maxwell started the 
Centinel of the Northwest Territory 
the first newspaper in the Territory. 
In ITlKi be sold it to Edmund Free- 
man's Jouanal, and in 1800 removed 
to Chillieothc where he 'iicd in the 
following year. Willie bought the 
plant and good will of the paper and 
incorporated the Jonrnai with the 
Gasett.

State University. 

Aluio>t every state in I'ni'in en- 
dows its univcrsty and keeps it amply 
e<|uinped for performing the daties 
and oh|ii:atioii» imposed upon it. 
But where do we stand in the ranks 
of cdacatiOB? 

Only two other states have a great- 
er pereontaL'e nf illiterai-y. '>ut of 
the twenty-hve thousand couimou 
school tmstees in the state five thoas- 
and of them are unable to read and 
write. It IS time that people should 
awake from their state lethargy in 
which they have been slamDering so 
lonL' and fix their mild" Md heart up- 
on better and higher education of a 
more technical eharacter. Many says 
that onr great percentage of illiteracy 

duo to a LToat ileL'ree to our large 
colored population, but only a glance 
at the national census report will 

prove to clearly that weie uot for 
the presonf euloied population the 
ptroeniage would be even greater 
that now. 

These faets should not disiouruL'e 
us. but only prove a stronger inccut- 
tivv'to a nobler and grander effort 
for a higher education as well as a 
public education, since the education 
of the masse:« is directly proportional 
to the higher education. In Ken- 
tueky the State College is and of 
right the 111 id ot the educational 

systeiu in the 5tate, and the success 
of progress of the education of the 
public is measared to a lage degree 
by the success of the bead of higher 
education. 

While the state is discredited by 
her educational inferiority in that 
she ha- no State I'niver.-ity, not a 
well developed school system and in 
inauy other respects It is yet encour- 
ageing to know that there is an 
earne-^t and growintr demand for an 
in-titution of higher title and grand- 
er proporatioBs and wider in useful- 
ness tliau the State College. 

The State has nothing to regret 
in the money which has been bestow- 
ed upon this, the greatest institution 
of its kind by far there is in the 
state but on the other hand has much 
for which it may justly feel pround. 

Puring its forty years of existence 
and with it- means limited to less 
than that of almost any other insti- 
lation of Its eharacter in the Union, 
in has done which compare- very 
favorably with that of other larger 
and much greater endowed Colleges 
and universities. 

In (orapariDg it graduates with 
those of other institutions it has less 
than one per cent of failures** nneb 
less than that of any other college of 
its kind in the I'nited States. Kvery 
member of the class of li'Uti has a 
good position. 

The State Colletrc is the only 
school in the State which does I'ni- 
versity work. As. has many shown 
in The Jounwl from time tine the 
courses here arc broader, more liber- 
al, and of a more technical character 
than any in the state. 

There are eight scientific courses 
each leading up to a degree, but are 
distinguished by the subject which 
has major importanee {o the eirrieul- 
urn, namely: Chemistry, Botany, 
Zoidogy, beology, Anatomy and 
Physiology, Entomology, Agricul- 
ture, and physic^ There are three 
different classical courses: One ma- 
jor Greek and Latin i one in Knglisb 
and Modem Lansnages; and one in 
Pedagogy, which entities the holder 
to teach in any school in the state 
for life without further examination. 

There are also also the various en- 
gineering courses, snch as Mining 
Engineering, Civil Engineering, 
Mechanical Eengineering, and Elec- 
trical Engineering, all of which are 
of four years' dnration and lead to a 
degree.
